of Pensions for Service.

WASHINGTON CITY, June 13.—After somo 


routine business had been disposed of tho

ofllco as to tho espouse which would bo un- 
tailcd by the unic'iidmeut, and which ho said 
was in process of preparation. Ho argued that 
it was time for general legislation on pension 
matters, Hawloyspoko against pensions for 
service, and said that ovory man owed his 
property and life to tho country on demand. 


Sherman was of the opinion that changes 


such as proposed by the amendment aro. 
needed in tho pension laws. Ho thought tho 
time had arrived wlion any soldier, sull'ering 
from disability, which by fair and reasonable 
inference ^re\v out o£ service injthe army, 
should bo pensioned. Ho wanrod another 
provision abolishing the stigma of desertion 
from mou who went homo believing tho war 
was over, invortoci in sonjo general bill. 
It was mi outraso and a crying shame 
to declare, as the United States supremo 
court declared, that the war did not end until 
August, 1»GU. 
That declaration inflicted 


great evil and inj ustice on brava men who 
woro wil line to risk thoir lives for thoUnion. 
Hiuvloy believed that the end of tho war was 
correctly decided by tho supremo court. It 
would bo dangerous to allow individuals to 
judge as to when their-service could bo safely 
dispensed with. 
Plumb followed with a 


warm speech repelling tlio charge of deser- 
tion against tho soldiers; who wont homo 
when it was patent to tbo world that the war 
was over. 


"If," snid Saulsbury, "revenues fell down 


us manna did of old, so that wo could get a 
fresh supply every morning, I would vote 
far. tho bill and every amendment proposed 
to it. But I havo the the same regard for tho 
tax-payers as I have tho soldiers. There 
are hundreds of tus-payers who havo not the 
necessaries oflifo, and yet congress goes on 
recklessly squandering tho people's money, 
Tho fact of tiio matter is, that If tho soldiers 
had not votes, no such bill as this would bo 
pending/' 


Van VVyck mado one of his characteristic 


speeches in favor of recognizing tho Union 
soldier as well as the Mexican veteran. This, 
ho suiii, was Liio judgment of the Republican 
convention at Chicago; it would ho tho judg- 
ment of tho Democratic convention there. 
The pension list must bo increased; tho do- 
crco had gono forth, and ho favored looking 
after every ono cntitlod tu a pousiou. It was 
better to spend money in that way than co 
give bounties to steamship companies. Tho 
senator was applauded several times during 
his speech. 


Slater said 
tho proposed 
amendment 


would more than double tho amount of the 
pension list. A voice had come from Chi. 
cago r.rging tho re-enactment of tho arrears 
clausL.. That would cost 82M,000,000 moro.

But if you can mako a radical reformation 
in bis food you have a much greater margin 
to play upon. If you could provide him 
with food twice as nourishing as tbat which 
he gets no-vs, so that ho only needs to buy 
half as ranch of it, or if you give him as 
much food as ho gets at present at half the 
price, you save him nt ono stroke 30 per 
cent, of bis wages, or twico as much as tho 
whole of his house rent. 


"And it can bo done. For the proof of that, 


1 havo dono it, and there is no reason why 
what I have done should not bo done in every 
town and village in tho whole world. Be- 
liove me, that is the source whonw & groat 
increase is to bo inado to tho wealth of our 
laboring poor. That is whero the waste is—

supply choap food for tho people, they supply 
it fcj any ono who comes, and as a conse- 
quence thoy novor know whether thoir de- 
mand will bo great or email, and they 
havo to eat up one day what is loft ovor 
from anothor.
